Hopton ſent a Trumpeter to me witha Letter , deſiring 
ro have Commiſſioners appointed on both fides , to 
meer at Trefilian-Bridge the next day with power to 
Treat and conclude, which I afſented ro : The Treaty 
accordingly began, the Commilſsioners meeting about 
four a clock in the afternoon,and I in the meantime ad- 
vancing the quarters of the Army to Truro and St. 41- 
lan: After ſome time ſpent between the Commiſsioners, 
this Agreement was made, a copy whereof I have 
here alſo incloſed, and in execution thereof this day we 
began to disband the French Brigade-under Col. Lap- 
{and:To morrow we procced with three otherBrigades, 
they having nine in all, and ſhall endeavour to ſhorten 
this work as much as may be. Truly, Sir, this muſt 
needs be acknowledged for an admirable mercy from 
the ſame gracious hand of providence, that hath hi- 
rherto gone along with you, that ſo conſiderable a 
_ force as this ſhould be ſo baffled : Firſt ar Torrington, 
and afterwards ſhould pur themſelves as it were into a 
ner; whereby they were neceſsitared ro take terms to 
che utrer ruine of ſo great a body of Cavalry , which 


according to all our information, and the confeſſion of | 


our enemies was not lefle at the time of the Treaty then 
four thouſand five hundred horſe: The Articles of 
Agreement will ſpeak the mercy, and needs no com-

Thar in Peryn (a Town - formerly not very well affe- 
Red) andin Saint Ive they ſtand upon their guards a- 
gainſt the enemy : For further parciculars concerning 
this buſineſſe, I refer you ro Maſter Peters, who ſince 
he came into this Country (where he was born) hath 
very-much furthered rhe ſervice in the bringing of the 
Country in fo freely ro the protection of the Parlia- 
ment. | I remain .

T ts concluded and agreed, That noperſon in the Lord Hoptons 
eArmy, not formerly by nawe excepted by the Parliament fron 


pardon, ſhall be excluded from the priviledge of thi Treaty, cithey 


as being a forraiguer, or for having formerly ſerved the Parlia- 
ment; but ſhall equally have the benefit of What ſhall upon this 
Treaty be granted to othcy perſons of that quality that they are of 
in the A: my: And for any perſons by name excepted by the Parlia- 
nent, they fall have preſent liberty (if they defere it) to go beyond 
Seas, 
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Seas, With like recommendation 22 equipage, as others of like qua- 
lity ; or if they deſire to live at home in England, to make their 
adareſſes tothe Parliament ; For that, or other purpoſe, they ſhall 
have leave and reaſonable time ſo to do, and the Generals proteti- 
on to live quietly, and at liberty in any place they ſhall nominate 
andchufe within the Parliaments Ouarters, until they have ve- 
ceived the Parliaments Reſolution ; And if the Parliament ſhall 
wot think fit to grant ſuch their deſires, they ſhall then have leave 
aud Paſſes to go beyond Sea, as before , or to any of the Kings 
Armies or Garriſons, as they fhall think fit. | 

2. That the Army and Forces under the command of the Lord 
Hopton, ſhall Within fix dayes after the date —— be Wholly dig- 
banded and diſcharged by the Lord Hopton, and the General, Off- 
cers, Colonels, and other Officers under his Command, according to 
the ſeveral Charges in manner hereafter expreſſed. 

3. That all common Troopers, (orperalsof Horſe, Farriers and 
Sadalers, that are mounted, being of or belonging to the Forces un- 
der the Command of the Right Honorable the Lord Hopton, ſeal 
bring in and deliver up their Horſes,Wwith their Bridles and Saddles, 
and all their Arms unto his Excellency Sir Thomas Fairfax, or 
unto Whom be ſhall appoint to receive them, in manner, time and 
place, as tu hereafter expreſt; Provided, that all Corporals aud 
ſuch Common T rogers, as ſhall appear Gentlemen of Worth, and 
ſuch other Troopers as (hall go beyond Sea, feall be allowed to keep,” 
and carry a\vay With them their Swords. 

4. T hat upon performance hereof, they ſhall receive 205, a max, 

or keep their Horſes, and ſhall have their Paſſes to go totheir homes 
in England, or beyond Sea With their Bag and Baggage, Which they 
fall have leave to carry With them,or diſpoſe of them as they peafe :

.- 8. That the Commiſſion-Officers of Horſe yunder the Lord 
Hopton, for their ſeveral Troops reſpettively, ſhall camſe the ſaid

VIII. Thae ef the Reformadoe Officers that cbuſe to live at 
home in England, Reform «doe peter Maſters ſhall have the 
ſans conditions as Corporalls in Command; Coronetts and Live- 
tenavts (hall gee away with one horſe a preco, Captaines, Majors 
ani Livienant-Collencls, with two horſes a peece, and (olloxells | 
with three horſes @ peece, if they hive ſo many of their owne, and 
one caſe of piſtolls, theſe Refarmadoes that deſire to. goe beyoud 
Sear to balfe the proportion of Horſes and Armes allawed in that 
caſe to Off. cers of the like quality in preſent C ommand if they 

have them of their owne and all of them to goe with Swords Bagg 

and Baegore, or deſpoſe thereof at pleaſure. _ _ 

IX. That all Gentlemen of quality in Armes or not In Armes, 

but lroing under the protein of the [aid Army, ſhall have liber-

X. That to allthofe who according v0 the eff: of theſe Ar- 
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che Generall Sir Thomas Fairfax accordingly, ani to thoſe whs 
being E gli ſhall chooſe to Inve at bome,paſſes for that purpoſe and * 
protettions for their liberty of their per ſons ,and alſo for the foeedons 
of their eſtates from all plunder or violence of Souldiers, and that 
{web Gentlemen or others that have conſiderable eftater, may have 
the Generalls Letters of recommendation to the Partiamers 


(if de fired) for their moderate compoſition, 


XI. That after the performance of theſe Articles ſo far to dis- 
banding and delruermg vp of what is to be delrvered : All Off - 
cers and Sonldiers that ſhall according to theſe eArticles chuſe 
to gore beyond the Seas, ſpall bwve [ufficent Qnarters aſſigned 
them by Str T homas Fairfax, neere conventent Porry for their 
tranſportation, and that they ſhall have twenty eight dayes al- 
lewed to ſtayin England from the day of their ſeverall disban- 
ding, and that the charge of quartering their horſes be diſcharged 
by themſelues afier the firſt fourteene dayes for the tine of rhesr 
fartber ſtay, 7 hat the Generall will appoint men to take cay: that 
ſipping ſhall be provided for tra »/porting the perſons, Armer, 
Bagg and Baggage, they paying the accuſtomed rates. © 


XII. That acertaine mumber of Officers of the Lord Hop- 
tons Army not exceeding forty, apon the Loyd Hoprons Commſe 
froners requeſt ſhall be permitted to have paſſes for themſelves, and 
their ſervants, horſes and nece ſſaries to £oe'ro Oxford, provided 
that therr ſervants exceed not the number of two, their horſes 
three,to every owe reſpectively. 


XIII. That the Lord Hopton /ball be allowed for his owne 
uſe all his borſes, provided they exceed not the nawber of forty, 
and Armes for himſelje and twelve men . And that the Lord 
Wentworth ſhallhave all his horſes, provided they exceed not 
five and twenty, and armes for him{elfe and eight men, and places 
afſignedthem for conveniency of Quarters, 
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XINI. That ſuch a as fhall. chaſe to abide in 
England at their homes, and all Forraigners of the ſaid Ar- 
wie, ſhall ingage themiſelves by promiſe in ſuch forme as is 
herewith agreed on, not to beare Armes any more againſt the 
Parliament of England, wor to att any thing wilfully, prejudi- 
ciall to the Parliaments affaires, without firſt rendring them- 
felves Priſoners te the Parliament; And likewiſe all ſuch 
Engliſh as ſhall chaſe to goe y_ Sea, ſhall ingage thens- 
ſelves in the like promiſe for three yeares next enſuing the 
date hereof, or otherwiſe ſhall loſe the benefit of theſe Arti- 
eles, excepting the Lord Hopton and Lord Wentworth, and 
the number of Officers allowed to goe to Oxford, in the twelfth 
Article before-going, who are by the intention of theſe Arti- 
eles left free from ſuch ingagement. . 


XV. That all Horſes. eArmes, and furniture of warre 
belonging to, or in the hands of any perſon of the ſaid Armie, 
wot allowed in the precedent, or ſubſequent Articles, to bee 
earrzed away, ſhall be delivered up to. ſuch perſons, and at 
ſuch place neere Trur'y or Sir Thomas Fairfax his head- 
Owarters, as his Excellency ſhall appeint, within ſix dayes 
after the date hereof without faile, or imbezelment ; eAt 
the care aſwell of the Generals Officers of the ſaid Armie, 
and all Commanders in their ſeveral charges. as by the per- 
fors themſelves, to whom ſuch Armes or Furniture of warre 


Aor belong, or in whoſe cuſtody they were. 


XVI. That whoſcever (hall after the eoncluſion of this 
Treaty , purpoſely breake, ſpojle, or imbezill any of the 
Armes, Horfes or furniture agreed and concluded to be deti- 
wvered up in thisTreatie fhall forfeit the benefit due unto him by 
any Article in the Treaty, And if any of the ſaid Armie after 
the concluſion of this Treaty, ſhall plunder, or wilfully doe any 
violence unto any Inhabitants of the (ountry. they ſhall give 

ſatisfattion unts the perſons ſo wronged, or loſe the benefit of 
the Treaty, And that the Commiſſioners of both parties or

ay three of them, whereof one or more to bee of Sir Thomas 
Faufax ha partie, and one or more to bee of the Lord Hop» 
tons, ſhall have power to heare and determine all ſuch caſes ac- 


cordingly. 


XVII. 7 hat the ſaid Armie and Forces under the conm- 
mand of the Lord Hopton; from the time of the Concluſion 
of this Treaty, untill the time of their drawing ont to to bee 
disbanded, as in the enſuing Articles, ſhall bee quartered in 
ſuch places Weſtward from Truro as Sir Thomas Fairfax ſhall 


appoint. which ſhall be large enough for their accommodation, 


and that the Ceſſation of Armes, and of all atts of hoſtility be= 
twixt the two Armies, ſhall continne nuto the time of the com- 
pleat disbaFling of the Lord Hoptons Armie. 


XVIII. That for the dicbanding of the ſaid Forces, and 
delivering up of Horſes, Armes,&c. In performance of the 
precedent eArticles, Every Brigade aud Regiment under the 
Lord Hoptons command, fhall by their reſpeftive Comman- 
ders be drawne out wto ſuch places of Rendezvous, within 
two miles of Truro, or Sir Thomas Fairfax his head - Onar- 
ters, And upon ſuch dayes as Sir, Thomas Fairfax ſhall for 
them Toynt! ) or ſeverally appoint notice of the time and place 
being given ts his Excellencie in writing ſixteene houres be- 
fore-hand, under the Commiſſioners of the Lord Hoptons 
partie, or any of them, two or more of whom ſpall. for thas 
and other purpoſes continue at Sir Thomas Fairfax his head 
Owarters, untill the disbanding bee finiſhed , and that the 
Ouarter-maſter Generall, or Ad'utam of the Lord Aprons 
with one horſeman from every Brigade, ſhall al/o bee there 
with them, and that none of the ſaid Brigades or Regiments 
Shall bee drawne ont of their Owarters, ( which [hall be aſſignzd 
to them as afore ) otherwiſe then upon, and according 19 ſuch 
notice fron Sir Thomas Fairfax as before, except to and for 
their ordinary Guards. 
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XX. That ts or before the drawing ent of the ſeurrall 
Brigades of Regiments ſuch Randezvont as before : Tha 
ehiefe Commandert of them reſpettively ſhall deliver, wats 
hon Sir Thomas Faittax ſhall appoint.a true and porfett li 
of the firs 4rd Trooper inthe ſeverall Brigades, and 


of all Officers and Souldiers in their ſeveral Troopes, 6x- 
preſſing by name whieh of then doe chooſe ta gor bezond Sra, 
avd which dee gor to lie at home; Or alſo, who are Refor- 
Wiiiges, and in what degree of command they bave ſerved in, 
and that at the ſame times ard placer, the Horſor, Armes, 
and Furnitnre: by vertue uf the precedent Articler ro bee 
delivered #þ . ſhall See delivered prays x ' And all the 
9fficers az4 Sontdicrs diibauded and diſcharged, and there 
halt receive their Paſſes with Warrants for quders by the 
way for one night in a place, and bee conveyed towards their 
fewverall homes, as farre as Chand, if 1hey goe ſo farre, oy 
#:4t9 Orarters aſſirned them for their tranſportatian AECOYe 
Aing to the preceding Articles, 


Thar for the further peformance of theſe Articles, two 
Collonels of each Armie ſhall be mutually delivered and kepe 
45 Hoftages.
